redtheſerhingsto be vnreformed,but thatyou ſhould - 
doe theſame? Let mefayto you, as Mordecay to He- + 


#er,\Whoknoweth whether God hath brought you 
to thisplace forthis end,yea ot no ? Therefore doc it, 
it you will not , God will hauereformation by ſome 


'other,but you and yours ſhallperiſh.. It this will not 
perſwade,confider a third thing,and thatis the benefic 


that is likely to come hereby , - and that not onely to 
you,butto this whole Ciric,as the Prophet witneſleth 
inlerem. 17.24-25.Andaſſure your ſelte, if you doe it 
not,the negle& of this by you,will bring ſeuen worſe 
plagues, then yet haue becnelecnein this Citie , that 
you ſhall befarre fromfitting ,as now you doe with 
micth,in you ſeates of command:O let this perſwade, 

earkento afourth perſwaſion: the comfort 
thouſhalr hauc inthy conſcience vpon thy death-bed 
ifthou canſt turne thy ſelfe to the wall,and ſay , Lord 
behold I hauec vvalked vvith an vpright heart in my 
Mayraltie : If thou canft not ſay this, what wil it auaile 
thee,to make a Will, andto-bequeath hundreds and 
thouſands;and yer art nor able to turne thy felfc in 
peace to God? O conſider this, and as thou tendereſt 
the peace and comfort of conſcience , then, when all 
things elſe will be comfortlefle 3 fo looke to diſcharge 


rhis I give thee to vnderſtand of. 1ithis will not pre- 


uaile, 
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naile,let this laſt conſideration : the walking in thy of: - 
fice,as I haue direted, will make thee with boldneſſe 
to appeare before God in prayer with Nehemiah,s,xg. 
Remember me O my God in gooaneſſe, according to all 
that I haue done for this pon; : Which he could neuer 
haue ſo boldly vttered as he did , except he had wal- 


ked conſcionab)y in his calling. 
O ler theſe enterinto your honourable breſt, and 


* conſider ofthem at home andeuery day, that we may 
ſee,o the praiſe of God and your ſaluation,ſome good 


effect of this daies worke . Burt why ſhouldI ſtand fo 
long vpon theſe things, me thinks I perceiue that you 
are -1 will be as ready to reforme thelethings,as I to 
diſcouer them, Deceaue not my per{waſion (rightho- 
nourable): leaſt you fruſtrate your owne ſaluation, 
Thus hauing done with the fiue ſeucrall meanes,which 
cuery man I reioyceth inthe trueth, for the furthe- 
ring of the ſame in theplace where he dwelleth, vieth 
amongſt men, as they concerne him: let vs comero 
the means euery man that reioycethin the truth, vierh 
to further it by, with God, and that is prayer. VVhich 
fewe vie, andtherefore doe lo little good as they doc, 
they thinke if they beſtow their liuings well, ſpeake for, 
cndCounendANd good men, ipende their money for 
furthering ſuch cauſes and perſons, and tourney to the 
ſameend, and vſetheir Magiſtracie & Authoricic for 
the like, then they haue done enough: bur alas, there is 
one thing, which procureth ableſſing to all theſe,wan- 
ting; and that is harty prayer, which Dauz/dvicd inthe 
5 I. Palver.18. Be fauourable vnto Sion, forthy good 
pleaſure build vp the walls of Leruſalem, without this, 
thinking his not ceaſing to giue the tcinples of his

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' headanyrefſt, till he had found aplace for the worſh ip 
of God, and his great a-doe to' procure the wealth of 
Ierufalem, was to no end or little worth : See and cxa- 
mine thy felte, whether withthe former thoy ioinerthe 
tatrer, if not,'it argueth thou: haſt no great heart-bur- 
ning to, or liking of Religion. Now follqweth the 
third marke, whereby wee may know if wee teiovcein 
Religion, andthe happy ſucceſle of the ſame, namely, 
If iuch be companions to vs,and wee. delight ro haue 
our houſes fraughted with ſuch, both children and ſer- 
uants, andthe more forwarder that way the better li- 
ked of vs, nay it we be as weſhould, wee will remoue 
from the Idols of /eroboam and goe to Rehoboam , wee 
will not ſtay in Pharaohs Court, but will goetoliuc 
with Gods children, though in'affliction,:/ Bur alas 
where is this to be found, that the companie of ſuch 
arc acceptable to vs? and ſo conſequently,where is 
there any reioycing inthe trueth? this proucth, thar. 
fewe or none bee loucrs of the ſame. I doubt the 
fourth will haue little better ſucceſſe, which is a mour- 
ning for thedecay ofReligion, but where is there any 
to be found, thatis grieuedfor the carying away of the 
Arkeby the Philitims? crying with E/zes daughter in 
law, the Arke ts takes away, and the glory is departed from 
Iſrael. Where is any to be foundſorrowing, to ſee the 
people ſcatteredas ſheepe vpon a mountain without a 
fhepheardzwho couiteth this amongſt, nay,the greateſt 
O i aricks and ſorrowes ? that the wayes to Gods 
houſe are vntroden, & that her. enemies are the chiecte, 
therein? but who of all men doth make the abſence 
from Gods houſe and ſervice, and the exerciſes of Re- 


ligion, the. matter. of their complaint, not bcing any 
| where 
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where, whilſt they are abſent there-from, able toſing 
merrily ? Few ſuch (beloued) if any, therefore fewe, if 
any, reioycing to ſeeReligion flouriſh , As therebec 
few that mourne for the abſence of it, ſo-who will de- 
fendtheſame? whichis the ifthimarke of aman reioy- 
cing in thetrueth, andthat both by ſpeaking for it, as 
giuing arcaſon of it to the aduerſaries , ſuffering forir 


as the Apoſtles & Chriſtians formerly, and in Queene- 


| Mary her daics: andlaſtly, praftiſing the ſame. Many 


will doethe former, and happily the latter, but fewe- 
endure to do theſecond: Ergo,few reioyce in the truth, 
And as few will defend it inthis manner, who is there: 
that prefer it to their chiefeioy? which is the (ixt and 
laſt marke, whereby wee mayknowe whether wee re- 
joyce in thetrueth, yea or no» who count all things 


_ dungincompariſon of that?who is there thatprefer it 


to theirlife? with Paul Afs,20. My life is not deare unto 
me, ſo Imay finiſh my courſe with toy ? or with Nehe. 6. 
11: Should ſuch a man as I flee, who is he being as I am that 
would goe into the temple toline, Twill not goe in. Or with 
Hetter, if I periſh, Iperiſh : Alas few ſuch, life is ſweet 
will allſay , butIfay to a Chriſtian man and woman. 
Religion thelife of the ſouleis farre ſweeter. Thus haue 
weexamined from top to toe, both by Quidcharitas 
ab#inet, and quidefficit, and few doe we finde to haue- 
loue dwelling in them, becauſe few loue righteouſ- 
neſſe or honeſt dealing with men,or Religion towards' 
God. I will onely lay downe two motiues to moue 
the latter to be in loue with Religion, and to reioyce - 
inthe ſame,and {ol will ceaſe... Which are theſc.r.The - 
neceſſitic of it, withoutitthere is no comming to the 


-Kingdome of heauen,torwe muſt reioyceto ſee Chrilt 
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raigne here by grace inthe hearrs of men, elſe we ſhall 
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neuer come to reioyce with him in glory. 

To be louers and makers much of Religion, and the 
true feare of God is the way to true honour here, and 
everlaſting honour in the life to come. For the firſt, 
that part ofthe comminationto olde Ely, plainely ſhe- 
weth: he that honoureth me, ſhallbe honoured, but 
he that deſpiſerh me ſhall be deſpiſed. Whichexperi- 


enceſheweth, for who is ſo truely feared and reuc- * 


renced both at home and abroad, ofthis owne and 0- 
thers, as he that truely feareth the Lord? Much is the 
complaining of men in theſe dayes, that they neuecr 
had ſuch ſturdy ſeruants, andno man ſuch diſobedienc 
children ? alas they cnter not into the true confiderati- 
on ofthele things, it they did, they ſhould finde tas a 
iſt judgement of God vpon them, for their want of 
feare and loveto his, therefore hee maketh them that 


ſhould moſt reuerencethee,to bethy greateſt griefe & 


heart-breaking: for what was the cauſe that ſtrangers 
ſhrunke away, and did fcare in their priuy chambers at 
the preſence of Daw/a? becauſe he kept the waies ofthe 
Lord, & did not wickedly againſt his God. And what 


-was the cauſe,that the yong men hid themſclues when = 


they ſaw 7ob,8& the aged aroſe and ſtood vptbecauſe he 


- Wasarighteous man, feeteto the lame, and cies to the 


blind,ſo that is is euer true, and cuer ſhall be, that the 
way truly to be reuerenoed , is to bee truly religious, 
which wee ſhall finde further to be true, both in their 
life and death, for proofe whereof, that example of 1:- 
hoiads is worth alwaies remembrance , who ſetting 


himſelfwholy to reſtorercligion & the true ſeruice of 
God,and to abandon Idolatry,was therforc honoured: 


both 
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both in life & death : in life God honoured himin his * 
mariage,for he was ſon in law to one King, &brother 
in law to another,2.Chro.22.pexut,and more thenthar 
King /9eſþ woulddo nothing without his counſell and 
' aduiſe:and in his death was he no lefſe honored then in- 
his life, companion he was to Kings in his life, &ſo in 
his death,2.Chro.24.they buried him in the City of D4- 
wid with the Kings,becauſe he had done good in Iſrael, 
- and towards God & his houſe. VVhich truth will the 
better appeare,if we confiderhow God hath diſhono- 
red the enemies of hisChurch,by bringing vpon them 
fhamefull deaths , as witnes Haman , _Adchitophelland 
Indas,who for cale went and hangedthemſclues. He- 
rod with his lowſte death, Zenacherib{lainewith the. 
fruite of his owne bowels,whilſt he was worſhipping |. 
Niſroch his God,2.Chron.32.21.and 7oaſb,2.Chron.24 . 
25.who was ouercome with a fewe, left in greatdi- 
ſcales, killed by his own ſeruants, and not graced with - 
buriall in the Sepulchres ofthe Kings, and all for his 
falling fromthe truth, and miſuſing of Zechariah the 
ſonne of /choiads. No better ,but farre worſe was the 
end of Zedek;ah tor murdering Yr:4h, and ſhewing his 
diſlike to thetruth of God,as it phainely po by 
comparing ler.22.18.1 9,vvith Icr.26.22.23. Hee vvas - 
buried without mourners, as a man whoſe death all ©. 
wiſhed.and were glad of- they lamented him nor,fay- 
ing, Ah my brother,or Ah my ſiſter, neither di ; 
mourne for him,faying,Ah Lord,and Ah his glorythe - 
was buried as an Aſſes buried , euen drawneand caſt - 
forth without the gates of Ieruſalem : thus. hath God | 
ſhewed diſhonour vppon them that haue diſhono--. 
red him. Let this goeto yout hearts, and preuaile with: 
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
